"An amateur radio operator has been convicted in federal 
court of using the citizens band illegally and interfering 
with a neighbors television receotion of football games"! 

The Times has been advised many times of the special 
status of "amateur radio operators". Several local amateurs 
have Bone to great length to advise the Times that radio 
amateur radio operators are very conscious of their resvon- 
sibilities to the public, go to great lengths to avoid any 
interference such as described in the article and have set 
up svecial committees to investigate any such problems. Also 
the Times has been advised many times that Citizen Band 
overators are not Amateur Radio Operators, they continue to 
create problems on the air waves, are practically unregulated 
and are known throughout the United States for their dis- 
regard of the laws and regulations for the protection of the 
public. 

It is suggested that all members and subscribers write a 
letter to the Times objecting to the misrepresentation of 
the Ham fraternity in their article. 

The Times did give us a nice writeup on Field Day in their 
June 22 issue also on page 3. We do appreciate this informa- 
tion being made available to the public which is the final
